1. The reference requests the advice of this office 
in an interpretation of 

as applied to the case of assigned to 

a position abroad in March 1951 as a contract agent. In accord- 
ance with his contract, he was entitled to ship household effects to 
his overseas post at any time within one year from his date of ar- 
rival. He was converted to staff employee statue in December 1951. 
He shipped Ms household effects in May 1952, more than one year 
after the date of Ms original arrival but within one year of his con- 
version to staff status.

•’The travel of the family and/or transportation of the 
effects may begin or or after the date of the authori- 
zation but not more than 1 year after Hie date on which 
the employee completes Ms travel pursuant to the auth- 
orisation. If no travel of the employee is involved in 
connection with an appointment* the travel of the family 
and/or transportation of the effects may begin on or 
after the date of the authorization but not more than 1 
year after the date on wMch the employee entered on 
duty. " 
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As you state, the question is presented wh ether the one -year limita- 
tion in paragraph (a) commenced to run in case as of the 

date of his first arrival abroad as a contract agent or upon the date 
of his conversion to staff status.

3. The answer to this question in the case of 

would appear to be found in the seco nd sentence of paragraph (a) which 
seems tailored to fit this situation, as a contract 

agent can be disregarded for purposes of this discussion inasmuch as 
the mutual rights and obligations of the parties to his contract termin- 
ated upon Ms conversion to staff status. Upon becoming a staff em- 
ployee he acquired among other privileges the right to Government- 
furnished transportation of his personal effects subject, of course, to 
regulatory conditions. The circumstance that necessitated no further 
travel on his part to enter upon his duties as a staff employee does not, 
under existing regulations, deprive Mm of this privilege. The second 
sentence of paragraph {a) makes it clear that he is allowed until one 
year from Ms entrance on duty to obtain authorization for shipment of 
effects. The date of his entrance on duty must be taken to mean the 
date of his conversion to staff status.

1952 may be paid if in all other respects proper.
